FOR SUNDAY MAIL 


New Law Not to Embarrass 
Business Public, 


The Postmaster General Says 
There Is Misapprehension in 
Regard to Law—It Will Not 
Seriously Affect Handling 
Important Mail Matter.

Washington, August 
perfected by Postmaster 
Hitcheock today whereby the adminis- 
tration of the new law prohibiting de- 
livery of mail on Sundays will have 
ho serious effect upon handling tmpor- 
Matter. 
of lock-boxes at 
second-class postoffices will 
to them, as usual, although no 
deliveries will be made On the 
street or at postoffice windows. Mail 
guests and newspapers will 
delivered through their lock-boxes 
by a simple arrangement of having 
that mail sorted on the railway mail 
cars before it reaches its destination. 
Such mail will be distributed imme- 
diately upon its arrival at the Offices 
of destination. 

This distribution 
minimu of Sunday 
distribution of other maltil received 
Sunday will be made after midnight 
Sunday, so it may De delivered by car- 
riers on their first tour Monday. 

Statement by Hitchcock. 

After all day conferences with ex- 
perts of his department, Postmaster 
General Hitchcock tonight issued a 
statement explanatory of his adminis- 
tration of the new law. His assur- 
ance is that there will be no embar- 
rassment to the business public, and 
that, through the arrangements he out- 
lines, urgent mail will reach its desti- 
nation promptly. Orders necessary to 
carry Mr. Hitchcock's plans into effect 
will be issued immediately. The post- 
master general's statement said in 
part: 

“There appears to be some misap- 
prehension as regards the provision 
in the postal bill relating to the deliv- 
ery of mail on Sundays. This provision 
does not require the closing of post- 
offices on Sundays, which would be 
quite impossible, Owing to the fact that 
transmit mail has to be sorted and 
also the mail collected in cities for 
dispatch to other destinations. To stop 
the movement of this mail would mean 
a serious clogging of the whole sys- 
tem and consequent inconvenience to 
the public. 

“At present, most of the mail receiv- 
ed Sunday for delivery by carrier Mon- 
day morning is worked after midnight 
on Sunday, and therefore the law will 
not affect this mail. It will be deliv-

Judge Morris’ statement follows: 

“It is clear that I have been fairly 
nominated judge. The official returns 
in the hands of the state chairman, Mr. 
Wright, show my majority to be 49% in 
the circuit. If a contest is to be 
under the rules of the party it should 
be inaugurated before the county ex- 
écutive committee and appeal, if any 
is to be had, should be to the 
democratic executive committee. Dhis 
rule is fair because the county execu- 
tive committee would have had time 
for a just hearing and full investiga- 
tion of the facts.. The county execu- 
tive committee could, after making in- 
vestigation, have made a report ‘°o the: 
state executive committee, and the 
state executive committee could have 
made a full. report to the state con- 
vention, but it seems that an investl- 
gation where the facts could have been 
fully brought out is not the kind of an
